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BROTHERLINESS

I wonder if you have ever medi- 
tated on the sweet and gracious 
fraternity which our Lord came 
to establish on the earth. All the 
great doctrines of the Bible have 


implications. which in some way 


affect our,srélation one to another. 
This is true of the doctrine of the 
Fatherhood of God. Have you 
thought of the implication in the 
first two words of the prayer. Je- 
sus taught His disciples, OUR 
FATHER? He could have taught 
them to say O, Heavenly Father, 
or He could have made it very per- 
sonal and direct as He did in the 
High Priestly prayer recorded in 
St. John’s Gospel, chapter 17 and 
simply said, Father, who art in 
Heaven. Theré is a gracious sig- 
nificance in the formula he used. 
He could have said MY FATHER. 
But the divinely chosen words for 
the introduction of this fraternal 
prayer includes all those who in 
every age and in all places came 
to God through Him, The OUR 
includes us all. When He said OUR 
FATHER He not only included us 
in the family of God but when we 
say OUR FATHER we include 
Him as one of the Brethren, our 
Elder Brother. But while that is 
true there is another implication, 
which I fear we are prone to for- 


get in our prictical every day life, + 


and that is the OUR includes ev- 
ery other believer; all who believe 
in Jesus are one family of broth- 


ers. 


I have often remarked that if 
Christianity is not true it ought to 
be. No other such beautiful con- 
ception of human relationships is 
to be found in any of the philoso- 


. phies or religions outside of Chris- 


tianity. Thank God Christianity is 
true and there is a family of God 
on the earth, and we are all unit- 
ed in the ‘family of God through 
our Elder Brother, the Lord Jesus 
Christ. (Ephesians 3:15—of whom 


the whole family in heaven and 
earth is named.) Nothing com- 
parable to the fraternity which is 
open to every human being and 
revealed in the HolyScriptures can 
be found in any code of ethics de- 
vised by man. The IDEALISM of 
man’s relation to his fellew man 
found in the Bible and made pos- 
sible through the death of the 
Lamb of God provides the solution 
of every social ill which torments 
humanity. God’s interest in the 
welfare of men is not limited to 
a select group. He offers salvation 
to the whole race. It is when the 
ELDER BROTHER is rejected and 
men live for themselves that sor- 
rows and woes come.

Men in every land, men who 
have never heard any outline of 
Christian doctrine, men who know 
nothing of forms of church organi-

How | Know 


There Is a God

Suppose you were to go up to 
an opening in a wall and order 
beefsteak and potatoes, and beef- 
steak and potatoes were passed 
out; and the next day you ordered 
lamb chops and pumpkin pie, and 
lamb chops and pumpkin pie were 
passed out; and the next day you 
ordered turkey and, cranberry 
sauce, and turkey and cranberry 
sauce were passed out, and that 
went on day after. day and -you 
got what you asked each time. 
Even though you saw no person 
back” of that opening, would you 
not know that there was some ‘in- 
telligent person there listening to 
your requests? Well, that is my 
exact experience with God. Day 
after day, week after week, month 
after month, year after year, I 
have walked up to that aperture 
in heaven which men call “prayer” 
and I have asked God for many 
things of many kinds, and God 
has answered my prayer and given 
me the. very things that I asked, 
oftentimes when no human being 
knew I needed it, and sometimes 
when it could not by any possi- 
bility have come except by the di- 
rect action of God. I have asked 
God for fifty dollars, and fifty dol- 
lars came; for a hundred dollars, 
and a hundred dollars came; for 
five thousand dollars, and five 
thousand dollars came; for a hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and got it. 


I shall never forget a day during 
the World’s Fair in Chicago. Mr. 
Moody was carrying. on, as you 
know, a great campaign involving 
the expenditure of many thousands 
of dollars. A little group of us, 
forming the inner circle of advis- 
ers, met every day for dinner in 
Mr. Moody’s rooms in the Bible 
Institute in Chicago. One day as 
we gathered together, before we 
sat down to eat, Mr. Moody said, 
“We needed seven thousand dol- 
lars today for our work. I have 
already received one_thousand dol- 
lars, but before we eat I propose 
that we ask God for the other six 
thousand dollars.” We all knelt in 
prayer. Mr. Moody, with that child- 
like trust that characterized his re- 
lation to God, led us into the very 
presence of our Father and asked 
for the six thousand dollars which 
was needed at once for the work. 
We arose from our knees and sat 
down at the table. We were a long 
time at the table

One of the most difficult things 
for men and women everywhere, 
that is, the unregenerated, unsaved 
person to realize is their true spir- 
itual condition before God, that is, 
in God’s sight they are totally 
blinded to spiritual things and that 
they have their understanding 
darkened, being alienated from the 
life of God through ignorance that 
is in them through the blindness 
of hearts. We are even told in II 
Corinthians 4:4: 


“In whom the god of this 
world hath blinded the minds 
of them which believe not, lest 
the light of the glorious gospel 
of Christ, who is the image of 
God, should shine unto them.” 


And then over the eyes of every 
unregenerated man or woman is 
this blindness, put there by Satan 
for one purpose, “lest the light of 
the glorious gospel of Christ, who 
is the image of God, should shine 
unto them” and they be saved. 


Now I want you to take your 
Bible and turn with me to the 9th 
chapter of Matthew, verses 27-30. 
I am reading to you the story of 
two blind men, healed of physical 
blindness. They were healed by the 
Lord Jesus with this application; 
as the Lord healed those two in 
the days of His earthly ministry, 
He now, the risen Christ, can heal 
our spiritual blindness just the 
very same way, for He is the same 
yesterday, today and forever. Let 
me read this simple story to you 
and I want you then to mark one 
question in verse 28, 


“And when Jesus- departed 
thence, two blind men followed

son of David, have mercy on 
us. 

“And when he was come in- 
to the house, the blind men 
came to him: and Jesus saith 
unto them, Believe ye that I 
am able to do this? They said 
unto him, Yea, Lord. 

“Then touched he their eyes, 
saying, According to your 
faith be it unto you. 

“And their eyes were 
opened; and Jesus straitly 
charged them, saying, See 
that no man know it. 

“But they, when they were 
departed, spread abroad his - 
fame in, all that country.” 


1. THE SEEKERS 


Now right into the message 
without any preliminary. First of 
all, I want to call your attention to 
the seekers themselves, the two 
blind men who came to Jesus for 
healing. And as they came and 
went away healed, so may you, 
my unsaved friends, spiritually 
blinded, come to Jesus and have 
the eyes of your understanding en- 
lightened; that ye may know what 
is the hope of his calling, and what 
the riches of the glory of his in- 
heritance in the saints. 


In Dead Earnest 


Notice, first of all, these two 
blind men were seekers. They were 
down-right in earnest. The word 
“crying’ describes their earnest- 
ness. They didn’t come to Jegu 
merely speaking in ordinary lan- 
guage or saying, “Lord, we would 
like to be healed.” No, they came, 
notice, “crying,” earnest, energet- 
ic, pathetic, imploring, pleading, 
beseeching. There was a deep soul 
desire to be able to see once again, 
and from that word we gather

They have given a boy for a 
harlot and q@ girl for a drink of 
wine, that they may drink.—Joel 
3:3. 

My friends, you would not think 
that such a prophecy as this ut- 
tered more than ee thousand 
years ago would be fulfilled at 
such a moment as this when civili- 
zation is at its highest pitch. But 
it is true. Our nation is in the liq- 
uor traffic for a profit and we are 
the nation.

the usual well-beaten path of a 
temperance speech or a sensation- 
al appeal. I could do so. I could 
get on the trail of the liquor traf- 
fic from forty-three years expe- 
rience in public life and tell you 
of the murders, the weeping wives 
and mothers the snapping and 
broken vows, the poverty and neg- 
lect of the American home, but 
time and space forbid. 


Liquor Traffic Criminal 


To me the liquor traffic is a 
criminal. All American industry 
falls into two departments, charity 
and business. Business serves the 
people and gets a profit and it is 
right that it should have a legiti- 
mate profit. Charity serves and 
gets no profit. It ceases to be char- 
ity when it takes a profit. Now to 
which of these does the liquor 
traffic belong? Neither one. And 
why? Because it gets a profit and 
gives no service. The man who 
spends five dollars of his hard 
earned money on Saturday night 
for liquor would be far better off 
and his home happier if somebody 
would meet ‘him on the highway 
and bust his jug.

friend of mine, when you too are 
in earnest and mean business, seek 
God with the whole heart, your 
business for eternity will be done. 
You are dead in earnest about 
your business, you eat your busi- 
ness, you sleep your business, 
think your business every awaking 
moment, You get up and bolt a 
little food and down to the train. 
You go down to your desk and 
work all day—you are dead in ear- 
nest about your business. You are 
dead in earnest about your health, 
money, family, wife and children 
and about politics (I had better 
leave that alone), but in spiritual 
matters, when you come to that, 
you are forty below zero. Do you 
expect to be saved half-asleep, 
half-indifferent about this matter? 
Do you expect pardon and forgive- 
ness if you continue to be listless 
and indifferent, letting the pleas- 
ures of the world have the upper- 
hand? No, never in a thousand 
years. Death, hell and eternal sep- 
aration are not trifling things to 
play with. Your soul’s eternal des- 
tiny is no small matter. Don’t 
trample the blood of Christ daily 
~- under your feet and expect to es- 
cape Hell-fire and everlasting sep- 
aration. Be dead in earnest as these 
two blind men were dead in ear- 
nest for they were fully awake to 
their need. So my Bible says, 
~ “Awake thou that sleepest.” “It is 
appointed unto men once to die, 
but after this the judgment.” 


Further we notice the two blind 
men were thoroughly persevering 
in addition to being earnest. They 
followed Christ. You say, “How 
could they? They were blinded?” 
I don’t know. It must have been 
very difficult but they followed 
Christ. Perhaps sympathetic 
friends helped them along the way. 
Even with that word, we see their 
heart set on receiving physical 
sight. They were dead in earnest 
about that matter. 


They Knew What They Wanted 


Then we find again, the two 
blind men had a definite object in 


view. They knew what they want- 
ed. They wanted sight, physical 
eye-sight so they would be able to 
behold the faces of their loved ones 
and the beauties of God’s handi- 
work, the sunset, the snow-capped 
peaks, running water, green trees 
—they wanted what other men 
had. Thousands have been saved 
and you have seen the sweetness 
of their life with this test. They 
have stood the test. You really do 


God is not willing that any should 
perish but that all should come to 
repentance. “Him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out.” I 
don’t know in all the centuries 
passed, I do not know that I ever 
heard any one seeking salvation to 
be cast out, refused, rejected, and 
not receive salvation. 


Oh, the. story of the two blind 
men is beautiful in its application. 
‘Now notice further about these 
two blind men, how their prayer 
honored Christ. Notice what they 
said. “Thou son of David, have 
mercy on us.” They recognized 
Christ as being of the royal seed 
of the house of David. They glori- 
fied Christ, not as a mere man, a 
great teacher, a moral leader, but 
God manifested in the flesh. How 
beautiful that they saw that! 


They Asked for. Mercy 


And then notice further. These 
men confessed their own unworth- 
iness—“Have mercy on us.’”’ When 
-man gets to the point where he is 
willing to look up into the Fa- 
ther’s face and say, ‘‘Father, have 
mercy on me,” it means this; he 
is at the end of his own rope. He 
has past from the place where he 
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want to be saved, do you? Well,

ceases to work for Himself and 
claims the mercy, that mercy of 
God is the only thing to which he 
can appear. “Have mercy on us. 
Oh, I am helpless, I am undone, I 
am without hope, without Christ. 
I am at the end of my rope. tbs 
Lord, have mercy on me.” Notice, 
the sole basis of appeal was mer- 
cy, not good, moral life, not the 
suffering they had been going 
through, not their own robes of 
righteousness, not even resolutions 
concerning their future conduct, 
saying, “I’ve got to be good,” but 
a simple prayer; notice, “Have 
mercy on us.” In other words, 
“Lord, I deserve death. If thou 
shouldest mark iniquity, I _ shall 
not be able to stand, but forgive 
me.” And then Psalms, you re- 
member what it says: “God is 
merciful, slow to anger and plen- 
teous in mercy.” How beauti- 
ful that the Holy Spirit takes two 
blinded men and appeals alone on 
the mercy of God. 


Good friend of mine, that is the 
only basis of appeal, “Lord, be 
merciful to me a sinner and ‘save 
me. For Jesus’ sake.” How beauti- 
ful to read God’s Word, ‘‘While we 
were yet sinners, Christ died for 
us,” that “He is not willing that 
any should perish.” And I am ask- 
ing you on this broadcast, will you 
come on the ground of God’s mercy 
for us, that Christ died for you, in 
your place and stead? Thank Him 
for His great love, accept Him and 
have Him say back to you, “Ac- 


| cepted in the beloved.’’ Will you do 


that? Only God’s mercy is the ba- 
sis of any appeal that will open 
the ear of God. God will not hear 
any other appeal except the ap- 
peal on the basis of His mercy. 
How He did so love this world 
that He sent His only begotten 
Son who came here nineteen hun- 
dred years ago and compressed 
Himself into a little babe in Beth- 
lehem, then went to the cross thir- 
ty-three years later. God did cause 
to strike on Him all our iniquities, 
and he died for us on Calvary’s 
cross. Then He justified us by 
faith so that God does not impute 
our sins to our account but reck- 
ons to us righteousness in Jesus 
Christ so that we stand back as 
Adam and Eve in the garden of 
Eden, as though we never sinned! 
Will you take God at His word and 
appeal alone on the mercy of God? 


ll. THE QUESTION 


Now notice. In the second place | 
that question which was put to 
them was this—I love this—‘“Be- 
lieve ye that I am able to do this?” 
That question stood between them 
and physical sight, and that ques- 
tion stands between you and spir- 
itual enlightenment and salvation 
and eternal destiny. On their an- 
swer depended whether they should 
go on as seeing men or continue 
to be blinded. And on this question, 
friend of mine, depends whether 
you will go on your godless, un- 
saved way, spending eternity in 
separation from God or be saved 
and become sons of God through 
faith in Jesus Christ, a member of 


the household of faith. This ques-: 


tion concerns their faith. “Believe 
ye that I am able to do this?” He 
did not ask how many different 
methods they tried to use to regain 
their sight, or whether they went 
to the pool of Siloam or the pool 
of Bethesda, whether they used a 
certain nice clay or if they had 
gone to certain doctors or whether 
they were members of any lodge, 
church, or any organization, but 
the whole thing was this, ‘Believe 
ye that I am able to do this?” And 
they believed. That faith may be 
as a slender thread but if you will 
shoot across the chasm by means 
of the mediator, Christ Jesus, you 
will be saved. 

I heard a story once of a great 
group of engineers who were put- 
ting a railroad across a mountain- [ 
ous country. They came to a great 
wide chasm, filled with raging wa- 
ter. Below were ,rocky precipice 
sides. The question came, how 
could they get a line across in or- 
der to build eventually a suspen- 
sion bridge. Finally, they decided 
to take a silken thread and tie it 
to the shaft of an arrow and shoot 
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to suspend the bridge. Your faith 
may be like a little silken thread, 


shot by faith across the gap to 
Christ’s pierced hand, that hand 
pierced upon Calvary’s cross. And 
friends, He will catch it and pull 
it across as you grow in grace and 
in knowledge of Christ and you 
will soon become strong in the 
Lord, and in the strength of His 
might, but it is on the basis of 
belief. ‘“Believe ye ann I am 
able?” 

And then this Siaiicin concerned 
their faith in Jesus. Notice the 
word, “Believe ye that I am able?” 
That is the point. Who is speaking 
here? None other than the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and I can hear these. 
two blind persons speaking or 
saying to themselves as Christ was 
speaking to them, “Believe ye I 
am. able?” Perhaps the Holy Spirit 
brought to their attention the mir- 
acles of water to wine, the heal- 
ing of the impotent man, the feed- 
ing of the five thousand and other 
miracles, and immediately they as- 
sented to that question by saying, 
“Yes, Christ, thou art able.” And 
now the Lord Jesus, having gone 
to Calvary’s cross, came through 
the tomb and is now seated at the 
right hand of the Father and ever 
liveth, has all power in Heaven 
and in earth, He is able to save to 
the uttermost all who come by 
faith unto Him. He sends out gra- 
cious invitations and is saying all 
over this land, “I am able,” and I 
don’t care how deep you may be 
in sin, how low and despicable you 
may be, Christ is able. Notice the 
little word “this’’: “Believe ye I 
am able to do this? Do you believe 
I. am able to save you?” These 
blinded men might have said, “We 
believe God can raise from the 
dead, heal the demon possessed, 
but to meet our particular need— 
that is the question.” Do you think 
God can meet your specific need? 
Believe ye He is able? Maybe you 
are a drunk down on the street so 
far down, so low; you perhaps 
think you are without hope, passed 
all hope, but God is able to reach 
right down to the lowest depth 
and take you to the highest place, 
to make you a new creation. Some 
will say back to me, “My heart is 
hard. My sins are too many. I am 
a desperate sinner. All my sins are 
scarlet. I am passed all hope.” Let 
me ask you a question. Do you 
believe Christ is able to save you 
in that situation? 


Can You Say "Yes, Lord” 
to Jesus? 


Will you notice in closing, the 
answer the blind man gave? Oh, 
what sweet words they are: “Yes, 
Lord, yes, Lord,” how simply, how 
wonderful! These two words 
changed their entire destiny and 
from that moment their eyes be- 
came open, and they saw the 
beauties of God’s handiwork. While 
you are there by your radio, right 
now in darkness, cut..off from life 
in Christ Jesus, if you will look 
up in the Father’s face and say, 
“Yes, Yes, I believe,” the miracle 
of regeneration will take place and 
you will pass from death unto life, 
and you who have been blind will 
now see. Believe that Christ is 
able? Will you say, “Yes” to the 
Lord? Will you say it distinctly, 
with no reservation, no holding 
back? Will you say right this mo- 
ment, right now, ‘Yes, Lord, I be- 
lieve ?”’ Oh, I wish I had means of 
having connection with thousands 
of homes and hearts over the land. 
Some how I feel that all over this |‘ 
country men and women in all 
walks of life and ages, are look- 
ing up into the Father’s heavenly 
face and saying, “Yes; Lord, I be- 
lieve!’’ 

Then notice what the Lord said 
to these two blind men. Here it is. 
“According to your faith,-so be it 
unto you.” Even though that faith 
|was like that little silken thread, 
ever so feeble in your sight, you 
can go and take it. According to 
your faith, so be it. Their eyes were 
open and they saw. The trouble 
with you, my friend, your eyes 
have been blinded. You don’t like 
religious things. But the moment 
you say, “Yes’’ to Christ, your 
eyes will become open, you will be- 
come a new creation in Christ Je-

I propose to deal with it from 
the standpoint of the Blackstonian 
code. To my mind the greatest law- 
yer who ever lived with the ex- 
ception of Moses was old Dr. Black- 
stone who wrote the Commentar- 
ies on English and American law. 

He says in his definition of law: 
“Law is a code of civil action, in- 
stituted by the sovereign power of 
thestate, commanding what is right 
and prohibiting what is wrong. Sec- 
ondly, that civil government is 
without option in all matters of 
right and wrong. She must choose 
the right. She has the right to say 
how much penalty shall be at- 
tached to the violation of the law. 
In the third place, civil govern- 
ment is one who acts in God’s 
stead, and God ceases to be God 
when He does wrong. Therefore 
civil government. becomes . God’s 

governness. If you are sick and 
hire a governness to govern your 
family she does not govern your 
family,” says Dr. Blackstone, “they 
govern as you instruct. Therefore 
if civil government is God’s gov- 
ernness it must govern right. 
Fourth, civil government must 
safeguard and maintain three pil- 
lars, morality, religion and educa- 
tion.” Education fits the man or 
woman with the ballot in his hand 
to do the right—an enlightened 
voter. Morality deals with a man’s 
relations to his fellow men. How- 
ever, morality does not save any 
man, for it is a code of morals in 
relation to his fellow man. Reli- 
gion deals with your relations to 
your Creator, 


Can't Bargain on Morals 
You would think that Dr. Black-

Now the crux of the 
matter in relation to this liquor 
traffic comes with great force. 
“Legislature cannot bargain away 
the public peace, the public health 
or the public morals, neither can 
your agents.” You cannot relegate 
to your representatives in govern-’ 
ment to do for you what you can- 
not do yourself. You cannot sell 
yourself into slavery in order to 
obtain money. 


Now as we approach this liquor 
traffic from the Blackstonian Code, 
I want to’call your attention to the 
fact that legislators do not make 
laws any more than an astrono- 
mer makes a star. He discovers 
them. The star was there before it 
was found. Four and five do not 
make nine because it is*in the 
arithmetic, but it is in the arith- 
metic because it makes nine. 
Things are not so because they 
are in the Bible. They are in the 
Bible because they are so. 


Business Illegal 


Now the crux of the whole mat- 
ter comes out in Dr. Blackstone’s 
sixth point. Whatever is immorai, 
or tends to immorality or is harm- 
ful to the peace, prosperity or hap- 
piness of the community common 
law must call it “MALE IN SE.” 
Harmful within itself and there- 
fore without legal protection. Can 
the saloon or liquor traffic, any- 
where, any time prove that it is 
a help to the public peace, happi- 
ness or prosperity, morality, edu- 
cation or religion of the commun- 
ity? I say NO. And every enlight- 
ened mind will say NO. She is a 
dove that never hatches a squab, 
but always a squabble. Why did 
Pearl Harbor revoke 428 licenses 
and close 428 saloons without proc- 
ess of law? I can tell you why. 
The business is an outlaw, and ac- 
cording to the foregoing principles, 
I am willing to conclude there nev- 
er was, is not now, nor ever will 
be, such a thing as lawful. saloon. 
Unless you are willing to believe 
there is such a thing as a legalized 
outlaw, or lawful lawlessness, 
which is a contradiction of terms. 
The business has no legal protec- 
tion, Carry Nation prevented that, 
because it can be revoked at any 
time and closed without a ene 
of law. 


Traffic an Outlaw 
But you say, Oh, Bulgin, we 


-have our saloons and they pay 


their license. Yes, but it is like a 
wart on the end of a woman’s nose, 
she hates the process of elimina- 
tion, or she would have it cut off, 
Did you ever think that the busi- 
ness is here by the law of tolera- 
tion? Judge Artman of Indiana 
set the world in a whirl, when he 
pronounced the liquor traffic -in 
the state of Indiana an outlaw. The 
laboring man does not need the 
liquor business. It empties his din- 
ner bucket, and incapacitates him 
to fill it again. The tax payer does 
not need it, for he has to pay for 


the crime which liquor has cost-> 


The business man does not need 
the saloon because every dollar 
that passes over its bars does not 
pass over his counter. The school, 
the home and the church do not 
need it for it is a sworn enemy 
to these three great and mighty 
institutions. 

I do not want to make an ex- 
travagant statement here, and I 
am not offering an apology for 


what I am about to say. Jesse 


James is a gentleman beside the 
liquor seller. For a Jesse James 
meets your boy, pulls a gun on 
him in a dark alley and says give 
me your $5, or your life. The boy 
goes home to his mother. But the 
liquor traffic takes your_ boy’s 
money and his life. The liquor traf- 
fic, in the second place, is an out- 
law because it takes that boy’s 
money and his mother’s life, and 
last of all it takes his immortal

Not a Business 


Nothing can be called a. business 
whose finished product is worth 
less than its raw material. A saw- 
mill can be called good business, 
because it takes the logs from the 
mountain side, cuts them into lum- 
ber to build our churches and 
homes and its finished product is 
worth more than its raw material. 
Therefore the sawmill is entitled 
to the protection of the flag. Take 
the grist mill. Its raw material is 
the wheat, the corn, the buck- 
wheat. What is its finished prod- 
uct? Hot biscuits, pancakes. You 
pass muster again. Your finished 
product is worth more than the 
raw material. Take the paper mill 
the same way. It takes old rags 
and chips and out comes the white 
sheet. All these have a right to be 
called business. Now take that 
black, dark, damnable liquor traf- 
fic. What is her raw material? 
Your blue-eyed boy. What is your 
finished product? The long fin- 
gered gambler, the. woman-chaser, 
for they have sold a boy fora har- 
lot, and a girl for a drink of wine, 
that they may drink. God says it, 
not E. J. Bulgin. 

Well, I have spent most of my 
time and yours in this article thus 
far with law, Government and the 
logic of the liquor traffic. Now I 
have some sentiment in my heart. 
God pity the man who has no sen- 
timent—who cannot shed a tear on 
Mother’s Day as she pins the white 
and red carnation on his lapel— 
or who. cannot shed a tear over 
_ the little white casket of his own 
little babe. Here is one that’s true 
of what the liquor traffic has been 
guilty of, and it’s only one of a 
thousand. I could relate 200 from 
my own observation and experi- 
ence.

can never be lost. He is already 
“passed from death unto life.” A 
lost sinner is dead. When he has 
trusted in Christ he is alive again. 


‘And when he is alive again he has 


everlasting life. Life that lasts un- 
til you swh and then you lose it, 
would not be everlasting life. Are 
you willing to take what Jesus 
says about this? 


8. John 10:27, 28: “My sheep 
hear my voice, and I know them, 
and they follow me; And I give 
unto them eternal life; and they 
Shall never perish, neither shall 
any man pluck them out of my 
hand.” 

Note that here Jesus says that 
He gives to His sheep, without 
them buying it, without them 
working for it, eternal life. That 
is forever and it is a free gift. 
Next, notice that “‘they shall nev- 
er perish.” None of God’s sheep 
will ever perish, Jesus said. Do 
you believe that? And third, no- 
tice that “neither shall any man 
pluck them out of my, hand.’ No- 
tice the word man in your Bible. 
It is printed in italic letters. What 
does that mean? It means that it 
is not in the original Greek of the 
New Testament at all! The trans- 
lators simply put it there to make 
sense. But actually what Jesus said 
is this: “neither shall any pluck 
them out of my hand.” No man, 
no devil, no circumstances, nor 
anything else, can pluck one of 
God’s sheep out of his hand. Now 
that is what Jesus said and you 
need to believe it. 


4. Romans 8:38 and 39: “For I 
am persuaded that neither death, 
nor life, nor dngels, nor principali- 
ties, nor powers, nor things pres- 
ent, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creature, 
shall be able to separate us from 
the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord.” 

Here we are plainly told that 
nothing can ever separate between 
a Christian and the love of God, 
not anything living, not anything 
dead, not anything in height all 
the way up to Heaven, nothing in 
depth all the way down to Hell! 
Here we are plainly told that none 
of these things, “nor any other 
creature,” that is, not any other 
thing that God ever created, can 
spearate between a Christian and 
the love of God. Do you believe 
that? 

Many other Scriptures teach the 
same thing. A child of God is born 
again. He is a new creature. A 
child cannot be unborn. And again, 
the very nature of salvation shows 
that if God does the saving by 
grace, then He must do the keep- 
ing the same way. No one ever 
lived who deserved to be saved. 
You didn’t deserve it before you 
were saved, and you never de- 
served it after you were saved. It 
is only God’s grace that saved you 
and then it is only God’s grace 
that keeps you, but thank God, His 
grace never fails. 

If you will take God’s word 
about this, you will have it set- 
tled and then other things will be- 
gin to be made clear to you.

tian lands take of the natives. 
These fore-runners of commerce 
and industry are not professed 
Christians, but in the minds of na- 
tives coming from so-called Chris- 
tian lands they do not at once dis- 
tinguish them from Christians. 


Is this not true even of many 
professed believers at home? 
Christianity proclaims the highest | 
possible standards of human rela- 
tionship. Thow shalt love thy neigh- 
bor as thyself.’ (Matt. 19:19). 
How many of us exemplify this 
characteristic in our daily rela- 
tions with others? I confess that 
I have to read John’s first epistle 
frequently to keep on an even keel 
of brotherly living. You remember 
‘that he writes: For this is the mes- 
sage that ye have heard from the 
beginning, that we should love one 
another. Not as Cain, who was 
that wicked one and slew his 
brother. And wherefore slew he 

him? Because his own works were 
evil and his brother’s righteous. 
Marvel not, my brethren if the 
world hate you.” (Now note the 
emphasis John puts on brotherli- 
ness). “We know we have passed 
from death unto life BECAUSE 
WE LOVE THE BRETHREN. He 
that loveth not his brother abideth 
in death.” (I John 3:11-14). 


The Christian attitude toward 
others is not that we merely re- 
_ _»frain from hating and disliking 
them. That is a negative or static 
attitude. The Christian attitude is 
* one of positive interest in the wel- 
fare of others. Our former teacher, 
the late Dr. R. A. Torrey, one time 
Superintendent of the Moody Bible 
Institute, said, ‘‘Love is a sincere 
‘interest in and a desire for the 
welfare of another.” That leads to 
benevolent action. If one has a sin- 
cere interest in another and a sin- 
cere desire for the welfare of an- 
other gracious attitudes and ben- 
evolent actions result. 


In the very earliest relation of 
the disciples to Christ and to one 
another there were manifestations 
of desire for place and power, for 
preference and honors. Jesus very 
tenderly rebuked this one day 
When he said, “But be ye not 
—oalled Rabbi, for one is your Mas- 

ter, even Christ, and all ye are 
| brethren.” (Matt. 23:8).

the British Isles have been so hor- 
ribly bombed. Genuine Christians 
have been drawn closer to God and 
to one another. Those on the bor- 
der line of Christian faith have 
drifted further into sin. Perhaps a 
good illustration of the two drifts, 
one toward Christian brotherliness 
and the other toward godless 
pleasure loving, is to be seen in 
the following comparisons. Before 
the present war the average week- 
ly attendance at Movies in Great 
Britain was reported to be 18,000,- 
000 weekly. Since the war this has 
increased to 23,000,000 weekly. On 
the other hand a British paper re- 
ports that’ every night in the air 
raid shelters of Hull, Birmingham, 
London and other places the Chris- 
tians now gather and hold a brief 
religious service. At first condi- 
tions were reported to be vile and 
obscene aS drunken roistering 
groups would come into the shel- 
ters during air raids. But the 
Christians began to hold these 
Services and conditions have been 
greatly changed. Now, before they 
try to find sleep for the night in 
these crowded shelters, the Chris- 
tians all gather for a worship 
service and unite in the following 
petition, “INCREASE, O GOD, 
THE SPIRIT OF NEIGHBORLI- 
NESS AMONG US, THAT IN 
PERIL WE MAY UPHOLD ONE 
ANOTHER, IN CALAMITY 
SERVE ONE AN OTHER, IN SUF- 
FERING TEND ONE ANOTHER, 
THROUGH JESUS CHRIST OUR 
LORD.” Among Christians a new 
spirit of brotherliness has been 
born out of the shocking devasta- 
tion of German bombing. 


In the fires of distress and ca- 
lamity much of the dross in Brit- 
ish Churches has been burned out 
and the pure gold of Christian 
brotherliness has been more and 
more manifested. Is it not tragic 
that it takes such .disasters to 
bring believers close to God and 
to one another? British Christians 
more then ever before are living 
the Spiritual admonition, Do good 
unto all men especially to those of 
the household of faith.” (Galatians 
6°13). 

It is reported that never before 
has such benevolence and kindly 
interest been shown in the British 
Isles as is being manifested at 
present, This is the spirit which 
Christ and the apostles taught. 
This spirit of Christian brotherli- 
ness is the very heart of Christian 
conduct. 

This idea that Christians should 
be utterly devoted to one another 
is the theme of John’s first epistle. 
Let me read a portion of the 
fourth chapter of this epistle to 
you. (Chapter 4:7-21). 

Do you read this chapter often? 

“Beloved, let us love one anoth- 
er: for love is of God; and every 
one that loveth is born of God, and 
knoweth God. He that loveth not 
knoweth not God; for God is love. 
In this was manifested the love 
of God toward us, because that 
God sent his only begotten Son in- 
to the world, that we might live 
through him. Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, but that he 
loved us, and sent His Son to be 
the propitiation for our _ sins. 
Beloved, if God _ so loved. us, 
we ought also to love one 
another. No man hath seen 
God at any time. If we love one 
another, God dwelleth in us, and 
his love is perfected in us, Hereby 
know we that we dwell in him, 
and he in us, because he hath giv- 


seen and do testify that the Fa- 
ther sent the Son to be the Sav- 
iour of the world. Whosoever shall 
confess that Jesus is the Son of 


in God. And we have known and 
believed the love that God hath 
to us. God is love; and: he that 
dwelleth in love dwelleth in God, 
and God in him.

I love God, and hateth his brother, 
he is a liar: for he that loveth not 
his brother whom he hath seen, 
how can he love God whom he hath 
not seen: And this commandment 
have we from him, That he who 
loveth God love his brother also.”

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en us of his Spirit. And we have

THE SWORD OF THE LORD 
is both a positive and a negative 
in our relation to others. The neg- 
ative is that we will not speak of 
another in any manner which 
would harm such a one. It is un- 
christian to display a brother’s 
faults to others. It is Christian to 
lovingly speak to him face to face. 
Jesus says, “If he shall hear thee, 
thou hast gained thy brother.” 

I am afraid that my observation 
of professed Christian people leads 
me to say that the most common 
sin of Christians and that which 
hurts our common Christian tes- 
timony most is the stone throwing 
we engage in. How sour are the 
words, “Have you heard?” or 
some such similar remark which 
introduces an account of another’s 
faults, either real or imagined! 

Some days ago I was in the of- 
fice of Mr. Sheriff, Secretary -of 
the Christian Business Men’s Com- 
mittee and saw the following poem 
on the table in his office and again 
it impressed me with the exquisite 
beauty of the IDEALISM of 
CHRISTIAN BROTHERLINESS. 
I asked permission to clip the 
heart searching lines and read 
them to you.

And now let me say another 
thing about this sweet relationship 
of Christian Brotherliness. It will 
not be produced in your life or 
mine just by simply saying . 
just by merely resolving that ‘you 
will be brotherly. I confess that 
operating with my own faculties 
and on the basis of my own im- 
pulses I do and would find great 
difficulty in maintaining this spir- 
it. The spirit of genuine Christian 
Brotherliness is the product of the 
Holy Spirit working in you. Only 
He can reproduce Christ’s self-sac- 
rificing love in. your life. It’s con- 
tinuance is the result of meeting 
often with your Elder Brother and 
learning from Him. It is stimulat- 
ed by frequent and prolonged pe- 
riods of perusal of His words and 
the words of the Spirit inspired 
writers of the Holy Book. 

If you would walk in the shin- 
ing path of that fraternal fellow- 
ship which Jesus announced when 
He taught his disciples to say 
“OUR FATHER,” you must meet 
him as they did and learn at His 
feet as they did and receive into 
your affections all the impulses of 
the Holy Spirit as they did.

rious phases of the work. Before 
we arose from the table there 
came a knock at the door, and I 
said, “Come in,’ and one of my 
students at the Institute entered 
with a telegram in his hand. He 
took it to Mr. Moody and Mr. 
Moody opened it and read it and 
said, “Here, take it to Mr. Tor- 
rey,” and then he said to me, 
‘Read it to the others.” And I 
read, “Mr. Moody—your friends in 
Northfield had a feeling you need- 
ed money for your work in Chi- 
cago. We have just taken up a 
collection and there is six thou- 
sand dollars in the basket, and 
more to follow.” It was signed by 
H. M. Moore of Boston. Some 
months after I met Mr. Moore and 
told him our end of the story. Then 
he continued, “As we drew near to 
the close of our morning session 
at Northfield, Dr. A. J. Gordon 
(who was presiding in the absence 
of Mr. Moody) called me to the 
platform and said, ‘Mr. Moore, I 
have a, feeling that Mr. oody 
needs some money for his work in 
Chicago. What do you say to our 
taking up a collection?’” Mr. 
Moore approved. A collection was 
taken and God put it into the 
hearts of three thousand people 
in Northfield, nearly one thousand 
miles away, to put into the basket 
the exact sum we had asked for 
in Chicago. I think it would have 


convinced any one of us that there 
was no God, or that God does not 
answer prayer. 


Many years ago I determined to 
,put the theory that there was a 
God, and that the God of the Bi- 
ble was the true God, and that He 
answered prayer on the conditions 
laid down in the Bible, to the test 
of rigid, practical, personal experi- 
ment. I say the theory that there 
was a God, for at that time it was 
a theory, a theory that I firmly 
believed, but nevertheless a theory. 
I determined that I would risk all 
that men hold dear upon that the- 
ory, and upon that theory I did 


ing them I said this writer al- 
though I do not know his name is 
MY BROTHER.

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risk my health, my life, my repu- 
tation, the life, health and welfare 
of my wife and four children 
whom I had at that time. On that 
theory I risked everything that 
men hold dear, and if there ‘had 
been no God, or if the God of the 
Bible were not the true God, or if 
He did not.answer prayer upon the 
conditions laid down in the Bible, 
years ago I would have lost all 
that men hold dear. But I risked 
and I won, and today I. know that 
there is a God, and I know that 
the God of the Bible is the true 
God. There was a time in my life 
when I literally lived by prayer. 
In a single day I cut off every 
source of income that I had had 
before for myself, my family, and 
my work. I gave up my Salary, I 
gave up all collections and all sub- 
scriptions for the. work. I deter- 
mined that I would ask no one for 
one single penny for the support 
of myself and wife and chidiren, 
for the payment of hall rent, for 
the support of missionaries, or for 
any part of the work. I do not 
think that God asks all men to do 
that, nor do I think that He asks 
one man to do it all the time, but 
I was clear that God told me to 
do it then. I had had a strong so- 
ciety back of me, and a generous 
society, but I felt sure that God 
had asked me to take that step at 
that time, and so I asked the so- 
ciety to hand the work over to me. 
They handed the work over to me 
and very properly cut off all sup- 
port in a day. From that time on 
every penny that was obtained for 
myself and my family, and all the 
work in all its phases was ob- 
tained by prayer. And the money 
came day after day, week after 
week, month after month, some- 
times in small amounts, sometimes 
large amounts, sometimes in ways 
most ordinary and sometimes in 
Ways apparently most extraordi- 
nary—but it came. Never one pen- 
ney of debt was incurred for one 
single hour; I had taken the 
ground that I owe no man any- 
thing either for myself, the fam- 
ily, or the work, for running in 
debt is not trusting God, it is dis- 
obeying God;.for He says, “Owe 
no man anything.” As I say, the 
money came, and when I got thru 
I knew that there was a God, and 
I knew that the God of the’ Bible 
was the true God. I and my fam- 
ily literally lived from hand to 
mouth, from God’s hand to our 
mouth, but we never went hungry. 

It is clear from these various 
arguments that I have presented 
to you, it is sure beyond a ques- 
tion, that there is a God. The best 
proven fact in the universe is the 
existence of God—that God is. 
Now we have seen that a man who 
denies a fact simply because he 
does not wish to believe it, is a 
fool, but the man who denies the 
supreme fact because he does not 
wish to believe it is the supreme 
fool. And not only is it a fact that 
there is a God, but that is the su- 
preme fact. The profoundest and 
loftiest philosophy that was ever 
written is found in the first four 
words of the Bible, ‘In the begin- 
ning God.” In the beginning of all 
true history, God;- in the begin- 
ning of all correct science, God; in 
the beginning of all real philoso- 
phy, God; in the beginning of all 
right conduct, God: “in the begin- 
ning, God.” The existence of God 
is the supreme fact, the fact of 
facts, and therefore anyone who 
denies it simply because he does 
not wish to believe it is.a supreme 
fool, the fool of fools. So it is writ- 
ten in God’s own Word, “The fool 
(that is, the supreme fool, the fool 
of fools, the prince of fools, the 
colossal, archetypal fool) has said 
in his heart, There is no God.” Yes, 
beyond a peradventure, beyond the 
possibility of any honest doubt or 
question, God is. |
